tirely. We have confidence in 
them and believe they are fioing 
to do what tliev have said they 
are going to do. I told them that 
it would l)e hard for them to do. 
One boy said "1 am going to quit, 
I don't care how hard it is to do." 
We all say hurrah for such boys I 
We know that they will accom- 
plish something in life. 

"Twenty thousand boys die in 
the United States yearly from 
smoking cigarettes." A lecture 
not long ago stated the experi- 
ence of a scientist in dealing 
with cigarettes and some rabbits. 
He blew oue draw of smoke from 
a cigarette on a piece uf window 
glass. He then opened a rab- 
bit's mouth and forced a small 
quantity of this smoke held on 
the point of his pen-knife down 
its throat. The lecturer said 
that, no person with as much 
sense as a rabbit would smoke a 
cigarette.'" The scientist tlioii^ht 
(bis smoke would make the rab- 
bit «ic'ir, txnt toirtr*fthTt>Ha«^ 
rabbit died.
